the Church Clock and Other
Ingenious Tricks That
Have Been Discovered and

Ended in a Summary
| Execution

T HE tricks of the sples and the

Overwhelming proof of his guilt was
found, Twelve French soldiers put
twelve bullets through his body
with hearty good-will, and he was
left by the roadside In the dramatlo
manner shown in the photograph.

Another traltor, as related by the
French newspapers, was a French
shepherd, who led his flock of sheep
just in front of a concealed French
battery, by previous Arrangement
with the Germans. After he had
lingered here a few minutes he pru-
dently passed oh. As soon as he
was out of sight a storm of Ger
man ghells fell upon the place where
his sheep had been. This attack put
three French guns out of action and
kllled a number of valuable French
artillerymen.

Another French traltor indleated
the position of his country’s artil-
lery by means of fires at night. Ho
was caught and promptly executed
in the same way as the others,

The Britlsh have repeatedly de-

clared that the Germans were send-
ing aples Into thelr ranks wearing
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ingenuity dlsplayed by army
officers in fitting them out on
one side and hunting them down on
the other have been among the most
dramatic features of the war.
. A sucoessful spy may do snormous
harm to the side he I8 'working
against. For instance, he may In-
dicate the position of the command-
ing general and his staff, and enable
the enemy by a well-directed volley
of artillery to wipe the headquar-
ters organization out of existence.

The spy’'s work is so much feared
that when one ls caught he Is exe
cuted as guickly as possthle and In
the most terrifying manner, He does
not recelve the benefit of every pos-
gible doubt, like a murderer on trial
in New York. The spy most feared
and hated is naturally the one who
is acting against bis own ocountry.
There have been many of these
traltors during the war,

A striking {llustration of the fate
that meets the traitor spy is ocon-
tained in a photograph just recelved
from France. The dead spy is tied
to & tall poet by the roadside where
he was executed. Upon the post is a
placard which bears the words,
written in large letters in French,
“A spy! A traltor to his country!™

This man's body was left lying by
the roadside for days outside the
village of Verzy, near Rhelms, which,
of course, has been 5 centre of the
most ferocious fghting. He was a
French farm hand in the mnelghbor-
hood.

Thia traltor communicated with
the Germans by shifting the hands
of the village church clock, accord.
ing to a code prearranged with the
Germans. The clock had stopped
working during the fghting and

y devastation that sccompanied the

inge. When they retreated they
hired bim as & spy. A written code
found in the prisoner's possession
showed that the hands at warlous
poiots were to be a signal that the
French heavy artillery was in the
village; that the French army was
in strong foree; that only a French
advanece guard was In the village:
that the French were advancing by
the northern road. and that the
Frenoch were golng by the sastern
road. Hs recelved 100 francs—less
than $20—for these services.

The Germans have many
men who speak English perfectly or
noarly so. A soldler In a Canadian
Highlander regiment that wears the
kilta says one of thelr sergeants
woent out to observe a Oerman
trench and falled to come back.

From previous experience the
colonsl of the Canadian reziment
belleved that a German wearing the
lost sergeant's uniform would moon
Inglnunte himsel! into the Canadian
ranks. He therefore obtained per
misslon to change the position of his
men In the trenches with an adjoln.
ing battallon not wearing kilts, wo
that the spy could be discovered
more easily.

In two days a kilted sergeant
walked boldly up to the trench
which the kilted Canadians had oe.
cuplad. The Canadian colonel easily
ploked him out from the ranks of
the trousered soldlers. When he
was questioned it was found,
strange to state, that he was quite
famillar with Scotland, but knew
nothing about Canada, He was a
German who had lived in Scotland.
A short trial and immediate exe-
cution behind the trench ended this
daring attempt.

The British assert tnat Germans
have done much effective spying
work in fast automoblles. Even
where the Germans weres suspected,

they were able to escape through the
gpead of their cars. Some of these
cars are equipped with wireless and
can thus communicate any observa-
tions they make immediately to thelr
own side, even If they are miles
LWRY.

The motor car has figured In many
exciting spy exploits. One day =
swift motor car came racing up to
the British lines at Ypres. In it
were two apparent British uniforms
and between them they held a burly
German officer prisoner, apparently s
desperate character who was deter
mined to escape or perish in the at-
tempt. The British officers en-
deavored to force their way through
the linea In a peremptory way on the
ground that they were taking their
prisoner to headquarters, but a
superior officer present Inslsted on
stopping and examining them. He
had just been fooled by some other
ingenious trick, and hs was intensaly

susplcious.
The supposed PBritlsh officers
proved (o be Oermans speaking

KEnglish perfectly and wearing the
uniforms of dead Britlsh officers.
They had been fitted out in this way

cuted. It hardly need be remarked
that to undertake such an enterprise
a6 this requires more norve than to
face the ordinary risks of war.

Undoubtedly soldiers often feal
sympathy for a captured apy work-
ing for his own country, bat such are
his possibillties of causing disaster
that no mercy can be shown,

The asroplané is an extraordinary
Instrument of esplonage. The Ger
man officlal reports have recently
stated that the Allles were dropping
s#ples from asroplanes in the rear of
their lines. Thin would appesar to be
a very offective trick, as the Allles
have at thelr disposal a large namber
ol natives of the parts of France and
Belgium now oceupled by the Ger-
mans. The regions from which these
people come are the most critical
points In the preéesent military opera
tions, and a feéw native asples, in-
spired by genuine patriotiam, might
cause serious disasters to the Gen
mans.

From the military polnt of view, it
is & compliment to say that the Ger
mans have the greatest esplonage
system Iin the world. Thelr sples
opernte not only on the fleld of
battle, but in the Government offices
and legislaturea of every enemy
country and possible enemy country.

If only s small part of Mr. Ignatius
T. Tribitsch Lincoln's admissions are
true, it proves the vastness of the
German apy system. Mr. Lincoln,
who was very recently extradited
from the United States on a charge
of forgery, was originally a Hun-
garian by the name of Tribitsch. He
then became sucoessively a natural
izod Englishman, & clergyman of the
Church of England and an English
member of Parllament. All these
things he says he did In order to be
able to furnish Information to Ger
many about British plans,

"1 went to Rotterdam just before
the war and saw the German Consul,”
confessed Mr. Lincoln. “In  due
course of time the plan I outlined to
him was approved by the German
Government, and 1 was then made a
member of the German esplonage
Bystem.

“l was also acting as spy for the
British Becret Bervice under Captain
Hall, which I thought wouiu prove an
effective blind for what 1 was dolng
for Germany. At a given time two
or three German cruisers of obsolete
class were to make for the English
coast,

“Knowing In advance of this move-
ment 1 was to tip off the Admiralty,
and the Germans were to allow them.
#selves to be captured or sunk. This
method wuas (o be repeated again,
and the trap was set for the third
time,

“l was to tip off the Admiralty, as
usual, on the third occaslon that &
rald was contemplated. A powertul
Uerman squadron was to remain
close, but out of slght of the ralding
vessels, and was slther to concen-
irate agalnst the attacking fleet sent
out by the Admiraity and destroy it
by overwhelming numbers or land
troops at some place which we would
know was unprotected at that time.

“Captain HMall suspected me, how.
ever, before I had an opportunity to
carry out the plans nagainst the
British fleat Early in January he
sent for me, and at the Interview [
knew that | would be hanged as a
spy If | did not make my way out

of the country ut once.
left for New York."

Vexalncourt (he two dentlsts ap-
veared as German offfcers, and, aos
cording to a dispateh, they caused
the Mayor's execution.
